Aug, 9.--From 32 points; able hail damage caused last Friday 


night, and also on Saturday, at vari- 
ous points in Alberta. At Tompkins, 
in the eastern part of the province, 
between 3,500 and 4,000 acres were al- 
most completely hailed out north of 
that point on Friday. A storm in the 
northwest area of Gull Lake damaged 
the whole district about five per cent. 

Six hundred acres south of Buffalo 

were damaged to the extent of 50 per 
eent. At Burstall, 10 per cent. dam- 
age was done. At Hatton, about 600 
acres were completely hailed out, and 
1,000 acres at Kineorth were damaged 
from one to 20 per cent. 
In the south there was a severe 
storm on Saturday night, starting at 
Climax and continuing to the inter- 
national border in strips, It is esti- 
mated that 1,000 acres were damaged 
from 20 to 100 per cent, 

In the Frontier district, hail caused 
damage from 5 to 100 per cent, in a 
strip three to four miles wide, and 15 
miles long. 

On Saturday afternoon lightning 
struck and killed a horse at Suffield, 
while plowing fire-guards. The driver 
was knocked down, but not injured, 

Winnipeg, Man. Aug. Sth.—Good 
weather during the past week has 
helped in maturing the crop rapidly, 
reports the Canadian Pacific agricul- 
tural department today. Apart from 
some evidence of rust infection, prin- 
cipally in southern Manitoba, and hail 
in Saskatchewan, there is scarcely a 
break in the favorable reports of the 
outlook for all grains.

Advance payments are also being 
made on the 1927 crop. The value and 
extent of the crop may be estimated 
and advances made sufficient to per- 
mit of its harvesting, which is also 
recognized as a better method than 
borrowing from the banks. 


The farmers were slow in recogniz- 
ing the value and benefits of pooling 
their interests, It is a form of protec- 
tion, though never called by that 
name. The elevator owners are not 
now so powerful as before, Then they 
could grade the farmers’ crops to their 
own Hiking, and if the farmer was in 
need of ready cash he had to accept 
the grading or take his wheat away. 
Now the pool permits him to store 
his wheat, draw an advance on it and 
share in possibly several distributions 
as the market improves. 

The present distribution of twenty- 
seven millions of dollars is something 
worth while to the agriculturists. It 
gives them a new independence, im- 
proves their position in the markets 
and makes them better and larger 
buyers of merchandise, all of which is 
good for the shopkeepers of the dis- 
trict, and the industries of the East, 

Western farmers have accomplished 
much by organization, and their suc- 
cess has been noted by farmers in 
other provinces, notably in Ontario. 
Pools are now in existence in grains 
and in other farm products, dairying, 
eggs, etc. Before many years it may 
be that all produce of the farmers will 
be marketed through pools, which is a 
legitimate method enough, but capable 
of being misused through the holding 
for long periods of imperishable pro- 
ducts until such time as the prices are 
considered sufficient, It is not likely 
that such uses will be made of pools 
here, though should such be the case 
the farmers would be doing no more 
than many other business people do.

TENNIS-TRAINING MACHINES 

Training machines for tennis play- 
ers have been installed at a Parisian 
sports club. 

“Why not?” the proprietor asks. “Bi- 

eycle racers have their home ma- 
chines, oarsmen have rowing  ma- 
chines, the boxer has the punching 
hall, the golfer the captive ball. ‘And 
so far the tennis player has nothing. 
He has to use a wall or the backyard 
fence when he wants to practice 
alone.” 

The machine looks like a blackboard 
on a wooden horse. There are nets 
above and below to capture wild 
shots. The board has a white line to 
represent the net, above which are 
ares and horizontal lines. Beginners 
try to get the ball over the net, while 
advanced players perfect their accur- 
acy by shooting at certain arcs or be- 
tween two upright lines. The board 
returns all well hit balls. The prac- 
tice ground requires only a ninth of 
the space of a tennis court. 

A number of leading tennis players, 
among them Suzanne Lenglen and 
Rene Lacoste and Henri Cochet, have 
used the board and approved of it. 


CHINCHILLA RABBITS 

The adaptability of chinchilla rabbits 
to the Canadian climate has been 
amply proven. The cold, dry winters 
result in the production of a richer, 
thicker aud more valuable fur than 
can be obtained in milder climates, A 
bulletin on rabbits distributed by the 
Publications Branch, Department of 
Agriculture, Ottawa, gives instruc: 


tions for the raising of chinchilla and 
other rabbits and also gives in full 
the standard for registration of fancy 
chinchilla rabbits. 
No rabbit since the days of the 
Belgian hare boom has created so 
much stir as has che ebinchilla, and 
with very good reason, as it is one of 
the most beautiful rabbits: in exist- 
ence with a coat that immediately at- 
tracts attention. The feeding and care 
of these rabbits is not difficult and 
they are generally very healthy and 
not subject to any particular disease.

Calgary, Aug. 3.—M. D. Geddes, ed- 
‘itor of the Farm and Ranch Review, 
one of the best-known newspapermen 
in western Canada, a noted Alpine 
enthusiast who has lectured on moun- 
tain climbing both in eastern and 
western Canada, was instantly killed 
Tuesday afternoon, when he fell from 
Mount Leffroy, near Lake Louise.

Deceased was one of the 
founders of the Farm and Ranch Re- 
view, and was a judge of livestock at 
many western fairs,
